LONDON, Jan. 15.—The Central 
News declares that as a result of 
the allied discussions in Paris, the 
whole aspect of demobilization has 
undergone a sudden and vital change, 
this being shown in the drastic con- 
ditions demanded of Germany for a 
renewal of the armistice.

LONDON, Jan. 15.—[British Wire- 
less Service.]—The new armistice 
terms to be presented to Germany by 
Marshal Foch are unuificially stated 
here to include the following: 

First—Retribution upon the Ger- 
mans for the murder and ill-treatment 
of allied prisoners. 

Second—The machinery and goods 

stolen by Germany from France and 
Belgium to be at once given up. It Js 
pointed out that France alone has 
500,000 men who will be out of work 
until this machinery is returned. . 
_ Third—German gold, amounting to 
more than $500,000,000, to be moved 
from Herlin to a safe place, probably 
Frankfort, and protected from Bolshe- 
vism in Germany en route. Certain 
other property to be surrendered. ~ 

Fourth—Germany to give over her 
shipping, cf which she is believed to 
have 4,000,000 tons, to carry food sup- 
plies to countries in Europe in need 
of them. 

Fifth—Any U-boats on_the stocks to 
be handed to the allies for their dis- 
posal, or to be destroyed, and no more 
submarines should be built.

BREACH OF FAITH. 

PARIS, Jan. 15.—[By the Associated 
Press.J—The American delegates to 
the peace congress are indignant at 
what they regard as a breach of faith 
on the part of some persons who had 
been admitted to the informal discus- 
sions they have been holding daily 
with newspaper men. 

At thé outset it was stipulated clear- 
ly that nothing communicated to the 
correspondents during these confer- 
ences should be credited to official 
sources; so that whatever a corre- 
spondent elected to write should be 
stated on his own responsibility. 

Notwithstanding this, a statement of 
informative character made by Secre- 
tary of State Lansing to the news- 
paper men appeared in some French 
newspapers, directly or indirectly at- 
tributed to him. It was made more em- 
parrassing to the American delegates 
because the publication appeared in 
newspapers opposed to the present 
French government. 


President Rarely Seen. 

Regardless of this, however, it is 
pointed out the president himself has 
rarely seen any of the American cor- 
respondents and the newspaper men, 
who have expressed themselves at a 
meeting of the organization they have 
formed as considering themselves trus- 
tees obligated to inform public opinion 
at home of the moves which are being 
made here in Paris, have been chafing 
at what they have characterized as 
being kept out of touch with the foun- 
tain heads of official information, hav- 
ing been confined to information dis- 
seminated by an official publicity agent.

Of the thirty-five states that have 
taken action, only fourteen have certi- 
fied their action to the federal state 
department.

Dry Nation July 1. 
The amendment, under its provis 
fons, becomes effective one year from 
‘the date of its final ratification. If 


| ratification is completed 


the country will become permanently 
“dry” next July 1, the date on which 
the special wartime prohibition recent- 
ly enacted by congress goes into effect. 

That law prevents the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicants for beverage 
_purposes and remains in force until 
the demobilization of the nation’s war 
armies is completed. 

Doubtless that emergency wartime 
measure will be effective over the 
geven months or so that will elapse 
after July 1 until the constitutional 
bone dry act, now about to be adopted, 
becomes effective. 

While constitutional enactment thus 
beco effective, additional -legisia- 
tion by congress will be necessary to 
make it operative and ground svork 
for this already has been laid. This 
legislation will prescribe penalties for 
violations of the amendment and de 
termine how and by what agencies the 
law shall be enforced.

Taylor Admits Delay 
of Eagles; Griffin 
a Witness. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The navy department was dis- 
appointed because Henry Ford’s Eagle 
boats construction progressed so slow- 
ly that none of the vessels was in serv- 
ice when the armistice was signed. 
This admission was made Admiral 
Taylor, chief of the bureau of.construc- 
tion and repair, on the stand. today 
before the senste naval affairs com- 
mittee. 3 

The first of the Bagle boats built 
showed faulty construction, including 
leaks and poor floor covering, Admiral 
Tayior testified, but this was corrected 
before it was launched. The other six 
of the seven which succeeded in get- 
ting away from the Ford plant on 
Rouge river before the stream froze 


over have up to specifications, 


according to the admiral. 
Eleven Turbines to Be Scrapped. 


Admiral Griffin, chief of the bureau 
of steam engineering, told the commit- 
tee that eleven turbines built for the 
Eagle boats would have to b& scrapped. 
Seventy-one of these turbines have 
been built, he said, and only sixty Eagle 
boats are to be built now. The excess 
turbines will have to be scrapped be- 
cause they are unfitted for any use 
other than on an Eagle boat. 

Admiral Griffin also doubted that 
the Eagle boats would be as valuable 
for .patrol work as the gunboats now. 
in use for that purpose. Admiral Tay- 
lor was of the opinion, however, that 
they would prove of greater value in 
this respect than even the destroyers. 
He estimated that they could be oper- 
ated about as economically. This state 
ment was made in defense of the 
navy’s decision to complete sixty of 
the Eagle boats despite the ending of 
‘the war. 


Armament to Be Saved. 


Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, the 
Republican leader of the senate, in- 
sisted there would be no need for s0 
many of the Eagle boats in peace time. 

Admiral Earle, chief of ordnance of 
the navy, testified regarding the arma- 
ment for the Eagle boats. It 
about the same as that used for arm- 
ing merchant vessels, he said, and in- 
formed the committee that there would 
be no loss of money to the government 
on that score. 

Senator Lodge announced that he 
would have more witnesses called with- 
in the next few days. Officials of the 
Ford company probably will be called 
to answer questions about the com- 


pany’s profits.

PLEASED WITH 


Newport News, Va., Jan. 15.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The Thirty-third division, com- 
posed of Illinois National guard troops 
—shot to pieces at Amiens—will go 
down in history as one of the best 
fighting machines ever assembled, ac- 
cording to Chicago officers reaching 
here from France. 

“They won the commendation not 
only of the French but the British as 
well,” said Clyde De Bolt, 6031 Cham- 
plain’ avenue, on his arrival here to- 
day. 

The same statement was made by 
Capt. H. H. Pillinger, Chicago surgeon, 
now at Camp Hill, this city. 

“When a body of troops is com- 
mended by the British they deserve 
all that is said of them and more,” 
Capt. Pillinger declared. “ The British 
don’t say anything about troops other 
than their own unless they,deserve it.” 

Many Wonders of Surgery. 

“Capt. Pillinger was one of the first 
thirty physicians to go across. There 
were two other Chicago men with him. 
They were Fred Moller and John Kel- 
ly. Both are now with the American 
army of occupation. 

“I have been away from home eight- 
een months,” the captain said. “I 
want to see my wife and kids. I had 


no leave on the other side and they 
haven’t given me any here yet.” 

The captain told of marvelous opera- 
tions of the field of battle. “Once I 
took three pieces of shrapnel from a 
man’s heart: When I was with the 
British forces men severely wounded 
in the chest were considered hopeless 
cases and left on the battle field in 
order that others might be attended to. 
The Americans decided that something 
might be done for them. As a result 
of that decision there were some of the 
most remarkable operations, most of 
them complete recoveries, on record.”

DEATH OF HERO — 
5 MONTHS AGO 
JUST REPORTED 


Mr. and Mrs. P. M. McCaffery of 528 
West Fifty-seventh place, gave to their 
country their only son, Bernae. 

Each Sunday since he went to 
France as a private with Battery E, 
One Hundred and Forty-eighth field 
artillery, last January, they have sat 
down together and written him a let- 
ter. 

They heard from him once. He 
wrote July 16 that his battery had 
been under fire for eleven hours and 
had emerged without the loss of a man. 


Then his letters ceased. They continued 
theirs. Christmas they sent him a box 
with some of his mother’s pies and 
cakes. There was no acknowledgment 
of either the box or the letters. 

It came yesterday—the telegram 
from the war department. Private 
McCaffery had died Aug. 7 of wounds 
received in action. Five months had 
elapsed fromthe time of his death to 
the time of notification. 

One of the American Red Cross 
nurses to make the supreme sacrifice 
was Miss Lucile Pepoon, the daughter 
of Dr. Herman 8. Pepoon, professor of 
botany of the Lake View High school. 
She went overseas with the first Chi- 
cago unit, base hospital No. 12. 

She contracted trench fever last 
March, but continued her hospital 
work because of the great need for her 
services. The disease rapidly under- 
mined her health, and she died last 
June 18. News of her death was not 
received until a few days ago.

MANN DEMANDS 
INQUIRIES INTO 
FRAUD 

Says New Congress Will 


Delve Into War 
Conduct. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Spe- 
clal.]—Sweeping investigations of the 
war and navy departments and of ex- 
penditures in public bulldjng construc- 
tion were promised by Minority Leader 
Mann today when the Republicans as- 
sume control of congress. 

Mr. Mann discussed the subject 4ur- 
ing consideration of a resolution for the 
appointment of session clerks for vart- 
ous committees of the house. He com- 
mented on the omission from the list 
of any clerks for t.e committees on ex- 
penditures in the war department, the 
navy department, and public buildings. 

Three Inquiries Needed. 


“I should think if any of these com- 
mittees on expenditures were going to 
be busy at this time,” Mr. Mann said, 
“it would be first the committee on ex- 
penditures of the war department, sec- 
ond the committee on expenditures in 
the navy department and possibly the 
committee on expenditures in public 
building, though I do not know 
whether that committee would have 
jurisdiction over the frauds that have 
been committed. Certainly there is 
room for investigation even from 
friendly sources. 

“TI should be delighted to. see the 


the things in the war department and 
in the public buildings which have 
been constructed, because even partil- 
sanship could not prevent the bringing 
in of severely critical reports. 

Knows of “ Rotten Frauds.” : 
“I think it is safe to say that in the 
next congress the committee which will 
investigate the war and navy. depart- 
ments and other various departménts 
of the government will be provided 
properly with help, because we know 
that in a great many places in the gov- 
ernment there have been rotten frauds 
not to mention ‘ conscienceless actions ’ 
and intellectual mistakes. 

Why 
do you not commence the investigation 
now? Are you afraid:of what you will 
find? Throw the light of ‘ pitiless pub- 
licity ’ on some of the things that have 
taken place.”

Even with instruments intended to ald 
his hearing the senafor is unable to 
Participate to a great extent in the 
discussion on the floor. He feels this 
impairs his usefulness. 

Senator Sherman's withdrawal from 
ise fleld 4m expected to lead to an 
early avowal of the candidacy of Rep- 
resentative William B. McKinley of 
Champaign for the Republican senato- 
rial- non:iination.

SCUSSES PROBLEM | 


In reply to Dr. John Dill Robert- 
son, health commissioner, who ad- 
vocates a six months’ nursing course, 
with a certificate for “practical nurs- 
ing,” to relieve the shortage of 
nurses, Miss Edna L. Foley, head of 
the Visiting Nurses’ association, has 
written the following for “The Trib- 
une’: 

BY EDNA L. FOLEY. 
. Jf the shortage of women labor dur- 
‘Ing the last four years had not been 
even more pronounced and serious than 


the shortage of nurses during the last 
four months, the suggestion recently 


training in household nursing might be 
practical. As it is, with more indus- 
trial and commercial openings daily 
for women, the number of women will- 
ing to spend so short a period as six 
months training for a poorly paid home 
position, is, at best, problematical. 

My personal belief is that there are 
no overtrained nurses, but that there 
are too many poor training schools. 
Some hospitals now turn out such poor- 
ly trained nurses at-.the end of three 
years that one can only conjecture 
what these same women would be at 
the end of six months. 


Hospitals Don’t Get Students. 


No hospital has ever been compelled 
to prepare women to become registered 
nurses. It is cheaper to get three 
years* work from one set of women 
than three years’ work from three sets 
of women, for it is a pretty poor per- 
son who isn’t more valuable to an in- 


was in her first. 

There has always been a demand for 
the practical nurse or the partially 
trained nurse. If hospitals are able 
to attract women for such training why 
haven’t they done so? Will they be 
any more successful in the future than 
they have been in the past? | 

It is true that the army tried to 
train young officers in three month 
periods. Its first stipulation, however, 
was that they should all be technically 
trained men, either college graduates 
or with a very excellent equivalent, 
and even then, not all candidates were 
allowed to become officers at the end 
of their first three months. 


Why Women Try Profession. 

The two instances are not compara- 
ble. Private duty nursing in the home 
is the hardest, least attractive type 
of nursing work. A woman does it for 
one of two reasons: as a means of 
livelihood or because she honestly cares 
to devote her life to the alleviation of 
suffering. ‘ 

The hospital training is for the aver- 
age person. A few unusual women 
may become excellent home nurses at 
the end of six months. Twelve months, 
however, would be a much better pe- 
riod. Nursing, after all, is more than 
taking temperatures, obeying the doc- 
tor’s orders, keeping the patient warm 
and the children quiet and clean. Even 
in chronic conditions, and certainly 
in acute ones, the observation of 
changes in the patient's condition, the 
ability to act promptly when those 
changes occur, is something which 
can't be learned ‘in six months. |

for the woman who has the ability and 
the desire to specialize in administra- 
tive, surgical, obstetrical, or public 
health nursing work. 3 

Careful Training Essential. 

The training for the short-course 
woman will require careful supervision 
and instruction by well trained nurses, 
because it is axiomatic that a good 
teacher must be, herself, better trained 
than her pupils. The household nurse, 
the neighborhood nurse, the practical 
nurse, or the attendant, as she has been 
variously called, is a combination de- 
voutly to be wished for, a kindly, capa- 
ble, practical person, useful in the sick 
room, equally useful in a kitchenette 
or in the nursery; a woman able to be 
on duty from twelve to eighteen hours 


a day, and on call at night; a woman 


who is a good housekeeper as well as 
a sick room caretaker. 


Education Is Complex. 
The education of a nurse has become 


more complex and involved because the 
advancement of medical and surgical 


science made better trained and more 


skilled nurses necessary. °

NURSES ASKED 
TO REGISTER 
RED CROSS 


‘The Red Cross nursing bureau has 
sent out an urgent call for nurses to 
register with it. This makes it clear 
“the Red Cross does not demand that 
such women go into actual service; 
they merely want to have available the 
list for use only in extreme emergen- 
cy.” | 


The statement says that those “ who 
have had more extensive training in 
hospitals and who are now pupil 
nurses are asked to register also,” and 
also asks that graduate nurses who 
are registered with certain physicians 
and whose names do not appear in 
nurses’ directories also register, as 
“these are hard to get at.” 

Miss Ellen V. Robinson, head of the 
buteau, said yesterday that the sur. 
vey ordered by the Red Cross to as- 
certain the extent of nurses and nurs- 
ing material in Chicago, will probably 
not be finished for about two months.

‘OF STREET CARS 


Seek New State Lau; 
No Ordinance for 
Voters April 1. 


Voters at the April 1 election will 
not be asked to pass on any new trac- 
tion legislation. 

This was decided yesterday by the 
city council committee on local trans- 


subcommittee asking that the state 
legislature be requested to give the 
city the power it needs to carry out 
the proposed plan for consolidation of 
the surface and elevated lines, their | 
operation by the city, and more powers 
on subway construction.

Mr. Fisher's 
plan, which the subcommittee and com- 
mittee adopted, gives the city the right 
to lease these lines direct. The city

“The big point is that the city 
would automatically be relieved of the 
jurisdiction of the state public utill- 
ties commission in traction matters,” 
Mr. Fisher said. “The act creating .

|Flaxman Drawings 


Shown in Setting of 


Period They

To Robert Allerton and David Adler 
is due much praise for the charming 
redecoration of gallery 47 of the Art 
institute, where there opened this week 
‘an interesting exhibition of drawings 
by John Flaxman. The walls are 
stained a deep, misty blue and the 
woodwork is white. Around the room 
furniture of the period of the Flaxman 
drawings is placed. The dates, some- 
what roughly, are from 1760 to 1800. 

Mrs. R. T. Crane has lent four pieces 
of Wedgewood china from Flaxman 
designs and a table; a cabinet with 
painted panels, a stand, and a charm- 
ing dressing table of satinwood with 
two small mirrors, . There are two ped- 
estals, surmounted with bronze figures, 
lent by Dr. Gunsaulus. Four black 
chairs are given by Mrs. Garfield King 
and two arm chairs by Mrs. Byron Har- 
vey. Mrs. Arthur Meeker is responsi- 
ble for the two interesting paintings 
that set off the more delicate beauty 
of the pencil drawings. 


Perhaps it is as well to introduce 
the drawings with a short mention of 
the portrait of the artist and his wife 
by Sir Thomas Lawrence. The likeness 
of*Mr. Flaxman shows a strong, strik- 
ingly handsome head with the rather 
long hair, worn in the fashion of that 
period, and the high stock and rolled 
collar. An attractive personality looks 
from the clear, wide-set eyes and mobile 
mouth. Mrs. Flaxman is equally charm- 
ing. 
The drawings are chiefly scenes from 
Pope's “Odyssey” and “Iliad.” Intenselv 
interesting illustrations they are. Pos- 
sibly the strongst feature is the abso- 
lute mastery of anatomy shown by the 
artist. The perfect Greek type is rep- 
resented. The figures are simple, 
strong, vigorous, and full of the sense 
of adventure.
